forgers. "It's just as easy to pass 
400 bonds as 25," he said. He ex- 
plained, however, that the 
deals 
originating from the one $42,000 
block sale are the only ones un- 
covered to date. 


The extent of the bogus issue will 
not be revealed until interest cou- 
pons, payable November 1, are pre- 
sented to the county treasurer here. 


The bond form was identical with 
that used in the original legitimate 
issue. The border is a steel plate 
engraving, supplied to the city by 
a Chicago lithographing company. 
Elaborate precautions are taken to 
prevent these bond forms from get- 
ting into the hands of forgers. 
City officials have learned that 


525,000 worth of the bonds had 
been sold to Omaha people who, 
protected by the bond houses from 
which they made the purchases, 
have leceived refunds. How many 
more bonds are still in circulation 
has not been fully checked. 


Appeared Since May 1. 


The bonds are forgeries of a $400,- 
000 street 
improvement issue of 


Nov. 
1, 1925. due in 1945, and ap- 
parently have appeared on the 
market since the last interest date, 
last May 1. 
The forgery was revealed to city 
officials yesterday by a New York 
and Chicago bond house, C. F. 
Childs & Co., which has sold $10,- 
000 worth of the bad bonds in good 
faith to the United States National 
bank of Omaha. 
"These bonds prove to be a 
forgery," the Childs representative 
told the local bank. The bank was 
instructed to return the bonds and

and refreshing picture of a Nebraska farmer 


which E. P. (Ned) Brown of Arbor sketches in an 
interview appearing in the Omaha World-Herald. Mr. 
Brown knows his farmer neighbors. He is one of 
them, and the fact that he rubs elbows every day 
with them has not blinded him in any way to the 
elements entering into farm life and farm character. 


This is what Mr. Brown has to say: 
"There is a misconception about the farmer. He's 


hard hit, of course, and has been since 1920, but 
even so, he's far better off than the city fellow, 
because he's self-sustaining. In lean times like this 
he can live almost entirely off the soil. He produces 
his own meat, poultry, and eggs; milk, butter, and 
cheese, and raises his own fruits and vegetables. He 
may even manage to cut his own firewood. So you 
see he has the three prime necessities—shelter, heat, 
and food. You don't hear much about this type of 
farmer in the east, because he goes along minding 
his own business and doing nothing to break into 
the news. It's the hell raisers like the Milo Renos, 
and club and gun toting pickets that the east hears 
about. 


"You 
ask me if the strike will succeed. No, not in 


Nebraska. It won't get to first base. Why? You 
see my own corner of Lancaster county for illustra- 
tion because I know its people so well. These neigh- 
bors of mine are first of all essentially conservative. 
You might even possibly call them economically 
fundamentalists. 
They are jealous of their property 


rights and their credit. 
They take pride in their 


rating with the bankers and merchants; the knowl- 
edge that they are 'good' for a note or a bill of 
goods. They know that nothing so quickly jeopar- 
dizes credit as irresponsible acts directed against the 
orderly processes of government and society. That 
is why today they are bitterly hostile to the holiday 
movement. Last year they sympathized with Reno 
,.when he first proclaimed his strike in Iowa. They 
thought it would advertise the farmer's plight and 
result in immediate remedial action by congress. But 
the pickets went in for violence with clubs and guns 
and public sentiment was alienated."

UCH more may be sung in praise of the Ne- 


braska farmer if need be. There is something 


of the valiant spirit reflected in the ability to stand 
on one's feet in all seasons of stress and storm and 
to find means of satisfactory living. There is glory 
in the love and devotion which creates steadfast 
adherence to democratic principles and ideals. There 
is a sublimity in the manner in which the farmer 
has risen to meet every challenge, to overcome dif- 
ficulties and obstacles which would have discouraged 
and defeated any one less stout hearted. He has had 
the patience of Job. When others were losing their 
tempers, he proceeded along his way serenely, and he 
is doing, it today, just as Mr. Brown said he was, 
without complaint or noise.. The outcry hasn't come 
from the real farmer, the man who loves the soil, 
the man who is inspired by the sweet smell of freshly 
turned earth, the man who thrills to growing grain, 
and sees poetry, and romance in a farming country. 


The farmer has his ambitions, natural, normal, 


and proper ones. There is less of the avaricious 
spirit in his breast. Throughout all, he has never 
developed that peculiar philosophy 
which enabled 


him to prey upon his neighbors and his friends for 
his own enrichment. He hasn't, been endeavoring to 
cut the sharp corners in order to achieve easy 
wealth. His ambition, strong and undiminished, has 
been for a livelihood, a home, and a decent com- 
petence for old age. He hasn't dreamed of far flung 
and vast empires, of unrestrained power over hun- 
dreds and thousands of people. 
Within his little 


domain of 160 or 320 acres, he has found happiness, 
contentment, sufficient to satisfy all of the cravings 
of his heart and his soul. 


Habits made him an economic fundamentalist. He 


was out on his own. operating as an individualist, 
and rarely, if ever, did he find it necessary to ask 
any one for help. He has had time for meditation 
and thought, not necessarily that inspired by books, 
but the wisdom garnered from men and from the 
ordinary casual happenings within communities. He 
has written a bright chapter and he will write an- 
other, for the troubles which piled upon him are 
temporary and will pass in time.

perate steps. He isnt. He's far more calm and far 
less excited than those who presume to speak for 
him. and than much of the population engaged in 
other occupations. Between him and th« president, 
there is a close bond, because Mr. Roosevelt speaks 
the language he knows. And between them, there 
Is the faith to sustain patience and fortitude, so that 
•ultimate victory wffl come. Hardship does not con- 
quer him. Disappointment does not discourage him. 
He's a creature who can take a lickine and come 
bark. That type of manhood and womanhood caat 
to whipped. It is invaluable to the nation.

LINDY REVISITS PARIS. 


O 


N his first return to the city where he landed 


after the first solo air flight ever made across 


the Atlantic ocean and thus became a world celebrity, 
Charles A. Lindbergh succeeded in avoiding another 
tumultuous public reception by not letting it be 
known in advance that he was on his way thither. 


Had the Parisians been cognizant that Lindy was 


about to arrive, they would have turned out en masse 
not only to welcome him again but also to greet his 
helpmate and co-pilot who has been accompanying 
him on the trip to Greeland, Iceland, the British 
isles, and the continent of Europe. 


It was characteristic of the modest traits of this 


young pair that they chose to slip into Paris un- 
announced than to invite an uproarious demonstra- 
tion in their honor by merely disclosing beforehand 
the fact that they were bound for the French capital. 
Many a young man in the same circumstances 
would have let the news slip out. if for nothing 
else than to give his wife something 
of the 


same thrill that he must have experienced on the 
occasion of his epochal flight. But the Lindberghs 
are not built that way. They would rather go about 
as ordinary folks and not be showered with public 
adulation and exposed to public curiosity wherever 
they go. 


One can scarcely believe that it was only six years 


ago that Col. Lindbergh came into the 'picture as 
an international hero by spanning 3.000 miles of 
water in a single hop. in a little flying machine 
without the aid of another human being. It seems 
as though we have known him a much longer time 
than that. But historic dates are incontrovertible, 
and the fact remains that before 1927 neither the 
American people nor the world at large was aware 
that such a man as Charles A. Lindbergh existed. 


Those sax years have been crowded with important 


happenings and achievements which for the average 
person would have been enough to fill a lifetime's 
span. His initial tow of the United States in "The 
Spirit of St. Louis": his good will flights to Mexico, 
the West Indies, and South America; his romantic 
meeting with the daughter of the American ambas- 
sador to Mexico: their subsequent courtship, wedding. 
and the great tragedy which befell their household: 
the present tour of exploration in the interest of 
trans-Atlantic aerial navigation: and other incidents 
have made the life of the famous flyer an exceed- 
ingly eventful one since his initial accomplishments. 


And Lindy is still a young man. with the prime 


of life sun before him. He hat attained eminence 
in his chosen field much earlier than most success- 
ful men do. His first bold stroke opened the door 
for all that came afterward. The future may hold 
in store for him many more experiences that wiH 
enrich his life and broaden the value of his net vices 
to hU Mlow men. 


In Paris, where big world career began, Lindbergh

stern decision to prosecute conspic- 
uous violators appears to have sup- 
planted NRA's long exercised care | 
to shelter Its industrial program \ 
from court attack. 


From the signing of the industrial; 


law until now, Hugh S. Johnson has 
picked a course calculated to lead 
around the pitfalls of legal action. 
Attempts at vigorous enforcement 
have been mild, with a clearly in- 
dicated policy that an easy attitude 
would bring most results in the first 
objective of getting American in- 
dustry and trade under codes. 


But yesterday's outright promise 


of prosecution if and when Henry 
Ford should be found to be volating 
the automobile code, signalled a 
new readiness to face a constitu- 
tional test of the industrial law. 
This determination, coupled with a 
rigorous exclusion of 
Ford 
from 


government contracts, was backed 
by President Roosevelt. It was also 
accompanied by a statement from 
Johnson in regard to another code: 
"That's all right, we are not afraid 
of anybody taking 
anything 
to 


court.' ' 


Two Essential Factors. 


Close observers saw two essential 


factors underlying the new attitude: 


NRA had "snatched" the blue 


eagle— to use the current NRA 
slang —from a roadhouse. a market, 
a little shop headed for bankruptcy 
and a beauty parlor. Johnson was 
disturbed a.t this haul of small fry. 
He is known to feel that after all 
the promises that chiselers would be 
disciplined, he could not face the 
public so long as any big and con- 
spicuous firm or group challenged 
the new order. This feeling applies 
to Ford. 


Even more important has been a 


mounting impatience at the white 
house with the laxity of control in 
the industrial program. It led to 
the countrywide compliance ma- 
chine now created. 


President Roosevelt's 
determina- 


tion that, barring interference by 
the comptroller general, the govern- 
ment would not buy products from 
Ford or any other manufacturer not 
under NRA, was viewed as sealing 
the administration's 
attitude on 


discipline. 


Johnson sa.i dthe same, 
adding 
that Ford "has publicly stated that 
he was not in sympathy with tne 
code and he would never put into 
effect anything that looked toward 
collective bargaining." 


Ford Company Replies. 


The Ford Motor Co. promptly re- 


plied it "observes the law and ex- 
ceeds it in all its real recovery fea- 
tures " when Johnson told the press 
he would turn a "clear cut" viola- 
tion of the code over to the attor- 
ney general. 


Submission of employment sta- 


tistics to the national automobile 
chamber of commerce—the motor 
code authority—was likely to af- 
ford a clear cut Ford test. NRA 
was seeking to determine immedi- 
ately what manufacturers plan to 
supply figures. There were intima- 
tions that Ford Motor Co., though 
not a member, would comply. 


As for the bid of a Ford dealer 


on a forest conservation corps con- 
tract, Johnson said: 
"I have taken the position that 
a great billion dollar manufacturer 
cannot hide behind a $10,000 com- 
pany." 
"Johnson is not boycotting 
us," 


the Ford Motor Co. retorted. "He 
is boycotting 5,300 American manu- 
facturers who co-operate 
with 
Johnson. Not only has Johnson at- 
tempted a grave injustice upon a 
law-abiding American industry; he 
also has assumed to talk like a dic- 
tator and the Supreme court com- 
bined."

Nebraska Aiding In 


Plan For Interstate 


Prison Goods Trade 


Preliminary steps looking toward 


a system of exchange of prison- 
made goods were taken at a confer- 
ence at Cheyenne, Wyo.. this week 
by representatives of five states, Mrs. 
Nellie G. Benson, chairman of the 
Nebraska board of control who rep- 
resented Governor Bryan at the con- 
ference, announced Saturday fol- 
lowing her return Friday. 
Two objectives are sought by pro- 
ponents of the exchange system, a 
resolution adopted declared—provid- 
ing "elevating, educational and pro- 
ductive labor for state wards" and 
elimination of criticism of private 
industry of unfair competition by 
prison-made goods. 
The conferees, representing in ad- 


dition to Nebraska. Colorado, North 
and South Dakota and Wyoming, 
proposed that governors of those 
states which wish to co-operate ap- 
point representatives to an interstate 
board of control to supervise ex- 
change of goods. 
Mrs Benson said she believes that 
adoption of such a system, which 
will divert prison-made goods in a 
large part from open markets, will 
meet demands of private industry 
voiced at the recent prison code 
hearing at Washington.
